Call to recruit more 
home-grown police 

Statistics show only two officers live in community where they work

MOVES to promote community 
policing in Kensington and 
Chelsea have been dealt a blow 
by the shock revelation that 99.5 
per cent of the local police force 
don’t live in the borough. 

Of the 416 officers who police 
Kensington and Chelsea, only 
two live in the community. 

The surprising truth about the 
not-exactly-local force has been 



Concerns have been expressed 
about the lack of'local bobbies' 

revealed following an investiga¬ 
tion by Sian Berry, the new 
Green member of the London As¬ 


sembly. Although the Kensington 
and Chelsea force says “we pride 
ourselves on a policing model 
based on community partner¬ 
ship”, Ms Berry says “the com¬ 
munity’s confidence in the police 
service would be improved if 
more borough police officers 
were drawn from and lived 
within the areas they serve.” 

She added: “Police officers 
need to have a real understand¬ 
ing of London’s diverse boroughs 
and communities. We have to re¬ 


cruit and retain more officers 
who don’t just look like the peo¬ 
ple they serve but who come 
from and live in our communi¬ 
ties.” 

Ms Berry’s report of where 
London police actually live also 
reveals that 46 per cent of Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea’s community 
officers - around 200 of them - 
do not even live in London.

Petitioners urge Mayor 
to declare independence 

THOUSANDS of angry Londoners are refusing to 
accept the outcome of the EU referendum. 

More than 110,000 people have signed a petition 
on the Change.org website, calling on mayor Sadiq 
Khan to declare the capital independent from the 
UK and apply to join the European Union. London 
voted overwhelmingly to stay in the EU on 
Thursday. 

The page, which was set up by James O'Malley, 
declares:"London is an international city, and we 
want to remain at the heart of Europe." 

Along with other cities that have a large young 
and aspirational population, like Oxford and Bristol, 
London voted to stay in, with 59.9 per cent of the 
capital wanting to stay part of Europe.

MUSIC promoter Jeff Barrett has 
carved out a colourful career 
working alongside rock’n’roll 
icons Oasis and some of the 
biggest names in the business - 
but it was a simple fishing trip 
that inspired him to launch an 
exciting new festival in west Lon¬ 
don. 

The former record shop owner, 
who worked for the iconic Fac¬ 
tory and Creation labels at the 
height of the ‘Madchester’ era, is 
bringing live music to Fulham 
Palace this summer. 

Mr Barrett, 54, is a co-founder 
of the Caught By The River 
Thames festival - a two-day cele¬ 
bration of music, literature and 
the natural world that is set to 
attract thousands of revellers in 
August. 

The line-up features an eclectic 
mix of live music, poetry read¬ 
ings and literary debate, with top 
rock groups sharing a stage with 
the likes of TV naturalist Chris 
Packham. It is the latest in a se¬ 
ries of Caught By The River 
events he has launched since 
starting a nature blog with a 
friend 10 years ago. 

Mr Barrett, who lives in Shep¬ 
herd’s Bush with his wife and 
two daughters, told the London 
Weekly News : “I had been doing 
music a long time and 10 years 
ago I decided I needed to do some¬ 
thing else and found myself going 
fishing a lot. 

“After spending years in dark 
rooms with no windows listening 
to loud music, I was quite sur¬ 
prised by how much this change 
of scenery inspired me. I found 
myself engaging with simple 
things like running water. 

“I was out fishing with my 
friend Andrew and he suggested 
starting a fishing blog. I said I 
couldn’t imagine anything more 
boring -1 didn’t even know what 
a blog was!” 

The blog has developed into a 
fully functioning website with 
writings on the natural world 
contributed by top authors on a 
daily basis. 

After that it was a simple step 
to merge the site with music. A 
recent Caught By The River 
event in Cornwall proved a huge 
success and quickly led to even 
bigger ideas.

“We have always wanted to do 
a festival in London,” he added. 
“We wanted to do it as close to 
the river as possible but initially 
we thought it would have to be 
Caught By The River Lea because 
the Thames would be too diffi¬ 
cult. 

“We couldn’t think of a space 
that was open air - until a friend 
of mine said he had some dates 
booked at Fulham Palace. 

“I had never even been there 


before but when we met her and 
walked through the courtyard I 
suddenly realised we were on the 
Thames Path. We had found the 
perfect site. 

“It is the only site in London 
where we could have done it. It 
ticks all the boxes.” 

The 5,000-capacity festival 
comes to Fulham Palace over the 
weekend of August 6 and 7, with 
headline performances from US 
indie group Low and Welsh rock¬ 
ers Super Furry Animals. But the 
bill also features talks with na¬ 
ture expert Chris Packham, 
writer Will Self and London-born 
rapper-come-poet Kate Tempest. 

Mr Barrett, who also heads up 
his own label, Heavenly Record¬ 
ings, added: “You will be hard 
pressed to find a better line-up at 
any festival stage this summer. 
Super Furry Animals are one of 
the greatest live groups I have 
ever seen. 

“With festivals you rarely get 


to go to somewhere totally new. 
But this is such a brilliant site - 
it has a ‘pinch yourself quality 
about it.” 

Mr Barrett says the festival is 
set to be a fantastic celebration 
of the world around us - a 
scenery that city-dwellers often 
miss in busy London. 

“If you are going to do some¬ 
thing new it is bloody brave. 
Things are expensive and there 
is so much competition,” he 
added. “But what we are offering 
is a really unique line-up in a re¬ 
ally unique location. You do not 
have to invest in all of it. You can 
come in and out and then go 
home. I think that is what makes 
us a bit different. People either 
do exclusively literature or ex¬ 
clusively music. But this is where 
it all comes together.”

A CENTRE dedicated to im¬ 
proving the health and well¬ 
being of people aged over 65 
has been officially opened by 
Cllr Elizabeth Rutherford, 
Mayor of the Royal Borough 
of Kensington and Chelsea. 

More than 100 residents at¬ 
tended the opening of the 
new St Charles Integrated 
Care Centre and took part in 
a number of activities, in¬ 
cluding musical memory 
box, iPad art classes, singing 
with Open Age, yoga and 
Bokwa fitness sessions, wa¬ 
tercolour screen printing, 
digital photography, and 
knitting. 

There was also a tour of 
the Association for Cultural 
Advancement of Visual Art’s 
community arts project, in¬ 
cluding displays of print 
work and a postcard collec¬ 
tion. 

Participants included lo¬ 
cal patients who had used 
the centre, contributors from

Breakthrough 
in cancer war 

A CANCER cell's ability to survive 
as its spreads could be its Achilles' 
heel, London-based experts claim. 

The cancerous cells appear to 
depend on an unusual survival 
mechanism to spread around the 
body. 

But the breakthrough by Queen 
Mary University of London could 
help with future development of 
novel treatments to prevent 
metastasis. 

Stopping metastasis is one of 
the biggest challenges in cancer 
treatment as it is often not the 
original tumour that kills, but 
secondary growths. These happen 
when cancer cells are able to break 
away from the primary site, travel 
around the body and 'seed' new 
tumours. 

Scientist have tried to work out 
how cancer cells are able to 
survive once they break away from 
a tumour to spread around the 
body. Cells are relatively protected 
when they are attached to other 
cancer cells and their 
surroundings, but become more 
vulnerable when they detach and 
'float', and normally undergo cell 
death. 

Lead researcher Dr Stephanie 
Kermorgant, from the university's 
Barts Cancer Institute, said: 
"Metastasis is currently incurable 
and remains one of the key targets 
of cancer research. Our research 
advances the knowledge of how 
two key molecules communicate 
and work together to help cancer 
cells survive during metastasis. 
We're hoping that this might lead 
to the discovery of new drugs to 
block the spread of cancer within 
the body." 

The study examined the 
changes that occur in cancer cells 
as they break away from tumours 
in cell cultures, zebrafish and mice. 

It revealed a previously 
unknown survival mechanism in 
cancer cells and found that 
molecules known as'integrins' 
could be key. Integrins are proteins 
on the cell surface that attach to 
and interact with the cell's 
surroundings.'Outside-in'and 
'inside-out'signalling by integrins 
is known to help the cancer cells 
attach themselves to their 
surroundings. The breakthrough 
could lead to the design of better 
therapies and more effective 
treatment combinations.

day cops” are mirrored in neigh¬ 
bouring boroughs. In Westmin¬ 
ster, 51 per cent of the officers live 
outside London, with only 14 of 
the borough’s 1,196 police actually 
living there. 

In Hammersmith & Fulham, 42 
per cent of its 538 officers live out¬ 
side London and only 10 live in 
the borough. Ms Berry says she 
is worried by the lack of properly 
“local bobbies” and is calling on 
the Met to take action. 

She said: “Last month I ob¬ 
tained data showing where Lon¬ 
don’s borough police officers live. 
It shows that almost half of them, 
49 per cent live outside London. 

“In many inner London bor¬ 
oughs only a tiny number of offi¬ 
cers actually live amongst the 
communities they serve every 
day. For example, there is just one 
officer living and working in Is¬ 
lington, two in Kensington and 
Chelsea and four in Southwark 

“In 2013, the Met recognised 
that the number of officers based 
outside London was something 
they needed to change but the 
lack of progress since then con¬ 
cerns me.” 

She added: “In 2013, the Met 
recognised that the number of of¬ 
ficers based outside London was 
something they needed to change. 


The Met has introduced several 
measures to tackle this including: 
a London residency requirement 
which was introduced in August 
2014 where all new recruits must 
have lived in London for at least 
three of the last six years. But 
this does not affect serving offi¬ 
cers or those transferring from 
other UK forces. 

“The Met also removed the spe¬ 
cific commuting travel allowance 
in August 2013 for new recruits. 
But despite these initiatives, little 
progress has been made.” 

But with police constables’ pay 
after training starting at £26,000, 
it is difficult for officers to afford 
to live in the city where the aver¬ 
age home price is £600,000 and £14 
million in Kensington and 
Chelsea. 

Ms Berry said: “The reasons 
for the lack of progress may in¬ 
clude the high cost of living in 
London, which is an increasing 
problem for many public ser¬ 
vants. There are now very few 
boroughs which are affordable to 
a first year PC. In most, the aver¬ 
age rent is over 50 per cent of take 
home pay.” 

But she added: “I believe that 
London needs more police who 
represent and understand the 
communities they serve, partic¬ 
ularly those working as borough 
officers. 


“I recommend the Met Com¬ 
missioner and the Deputy Mayor 
for Policing and Crime to revisit 
the issue of where our police live. 

“This should form part of their 
strategy to recruit more woman 
and ethnic minorities. They 
should make more effective plans 
to recruit from within London. 
They should also do more to sup¬ 
port and incentivise officers to 
stay in London when their family 
circumstances and housing needs 
change. 

“Police officers need to have a 
real understanding of London’s 
diverse boroughs and communi¬ 
ties. We have to recruit and retain 
more officers who don’t just look 
like the people they serve but 
who come from and live in our 
communities.” 

A Met spokesman commented: 
“The Metropolitan Police Service 
introduced a residency require¬ 
ment in 2014, so all new police re¬ 
cruits have to have lived in Lon¬ 
don for three out of the last six 
years. We recognise that London¬ 
ers have the knowledge and un¬ 
derstanding of local issues, the 
diverse range of communities 
and an inbuilt insight into Lon¬ 
don’s varied cultures. 

“This residency requirement 
has helped increase black or mi¬ 
nority ethnic recruitment to 27 
per cent in the last financial year. 


“We also recognise the need to 
recruit officers with different ca¬ 
pabilities which, led us to run a 
recruitment campaign in July 
2015 that focused on recruiting of¬ 
ficers who can proficiently speak 
one or more of the 14 most spoken 
languages in London. 

“We anticipate this will result 
in around 180 recruits, with at 
least 26 per cent female and 50 
per cent BME based on the num¬ 
bers who have already pro¬ 
gressed through the assessment 
centre and those candidates that 
are yet to do so. 

“A second language campaign 
was launched in January 2016. 
This increased the number of lan¬ 
guages to 25, taking into account 
operational needs. From this we 
anticipate securing around 110 of¬ 
ficers with similar representation 
as the first campaign. 

“We are attracting sufficient of¬ 
ficers from inside London to meet 
our recruitment needs. Existing 
officers have access to a sub¬ 
sidised travel scheme (ATOC) and 
free travel on TfL. Officers have 
access to the various government 
right-to-buy schemes. 

“Turnover levels remain low 
so whilst we keep a careful eye 
on the impact of high costs of liv¬ 
ing in London, this is not, at this 
time impacting on our ability to 
recruit or retain officers.”

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We can build 
on this talent 


Angela McConville, chief 
executive of Westway Trust,, 
looks at the programme for the 
London Festival of Architecture 
and what lessons it could have 
for those planning the future of 
North Kensington 

THIS week I will be attending a 
discussion of the work of Assem¬ 
ble, the architecture and design 
collective who won this years’ 
Turner Prize for their work in 
Toxteth in Liverpool. 

The group do much that will 
interest anyone who cares about 
how buildings affect communi¬ 
ties. Their style is less about the 
physical appearance or design 
features of what results but their 
process of working in close col¬ 
laboration with the communities 
they serve. 

It’s a philosophy we are look¬ 
ing to emulate and that is shared 
by Studio TILT, the architects 
we’ve been working with for our 
planned pop-up spaces on 
Thorpe Close, and I expect the 
results to be just as innovative 
and exciting here. 

The Assemble lecture and dis¬ 
cussion forms the centre piece of 
the London Festival of Architec¬ 
ture which has taken place 
throughout June. The theme this 
year has been ‘Community’ and 
its six strands all have a real rel¬ 
evance to our work. 

The strand on ‘Creative Work¬ 
spaces’ brings to mind our ef¬ 
forts to support creative people 
locally through our plans for the 
Portobello area and along 
Thorpe Close. The area has in¬ 
credible heritage of creativity 
but time and again I hope that 


we can learn more about how we 
can help creative businesses to 
find the right spaces for them 
and what kinds of spaces we 
might try to offer. 

As part of the festival students 
from Brighton are presenting 
new flexible and foldable market 
stalls that they designed for the 
East Street Market near Ele¬ 
phant and Castle. The stalls 
pack flat for storage and when in 
use are inspired by the very par¬ 
ticular community around them. 
It’s a great idea and the kind of 
thing that provides inspiration 
for our work here. 

Similarly, another festival 
strand encourages us to look at 
‘International Comparators’, 
stressing the importance of look¬ 
ing beyond our immediate com¬ 
munities for inspiration. 
Exploring ideas that comple¬ 
ment and enhance the Westway 
area and its heritage is vital if 
we are going to continue to make 
the area thrive. North Kensing¬ 
ton is distinctive and nothing we 
do here should be brought in 
wholesale from other places but 
I’m interested in Assemble’s 
work in Liverpool, other mar¬ 
kets in London, and urban green 
spaces in London, the UK and 
around the world so we can ex¬ 
plore ideas that might inspire 
work here. 

Elsewhere in the festival they 
will be looking at ‘Housing Es¬ 
tate Regeneration’ which could 
provide useful ideas as we con¬ 
tinue to work with community 
groups and the Royal Borough 
directly in responding to its 
plans for the Silchester Estate. 
The ‘New Communities’ strand 


is a reminder that this is an area 
that is constantly changing with 
new communities emerging and 
merging in with the existing 
ones. 

The festival’s final two 
strands are of particular interest 
to me. ‘Community Effort’ looks 
at how communities themselves 
build the world around them. 
Not just through the vital input 
to the design and planning 
process but the businesses and 
organisations that occupy the 
spaces, all the people who spend 
time on the estate, the musicians 
who provide the soundtrack, and 
the workers and volunteers who 
maintain and shape it all. Fi¬ 
nally, ‘Green Communities’ fo¬ 
cuses on how to make London a 
greener city. Beneath one of the 
most polluting roads in the coun¬ 
try, we feel this more acutely 
than many other communities, 
and as we look to develop strate¬ 
gies to mitigate against the im¬ 
pact of the motorway 
understanding a bit more about 
best use of the green space 
across the estate finding out 
more from those with detailed 
experience in this area will pro¬ 
vide some inspiration for all. 

The festival is coming to a 
close but much of what has 
taken place is available online 
and I’d encourage people to take 
a look and let us know what they 
think or point us towards any¬ 
thing that could be relevant to 
the Westway estate. 

In closing, and on a separate 
note, the result of last week’s EU 
referendum will no doubt have 
an impact locally. We have 
begun discussions about what 
might change for the commu¬ 
nity, the Trust and our benefici¬ 
aries. If, following the 
referendum result, we believe 
some of our projects could be af¬ 
fected and if we feel any of these 
should or must be altered we 
will be open about that and lis¬ 
ten to feedback from those who 
are impacted.

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Breakthrough 
in cancer war 

A CANCER cell's ability to survive 
as its spreads could be its Achilles' 
heel, London-based experts claim. 

The cancerous cells appear to 
depend on an unusual survival 
mechanism to spread around the 
body. 

But the breakthrough by Queen 
Mary University of London could 
help with future development of 
novel treatments to prevent 
metastasis. 

Stopping metastasis is one of 
the biggest challenges in cancer 
treatment as it is often not the 
original tumour that kills, but 
secondary growths. These happen 
when cancer cells are able to break 
away from the primary site, travel 
around the body and 'seed' new 
tumours. 

Scientist have tried to work out 
how cancer cells are able to 
survive once they break away from 
a tumour to spread around the 
body. Cells are relatively protected 
when they are attached to other 
cancer cells and their 
surroundings, but become more 
vulnerable when they detach and 
'float', and normally undergo cell 
death. 

Lead researcher Dr Stephanie 
Kermorgant, from the university's 
Barts Cancer Institute, said: 
"Metastasis is currently incurable 
and remains one of the key targets 
of cancer research. 

"Our research advances the 
knowledge of how two key 
molecules communicate and work 
together to help cancer cells 
survive during metastasis. We're 
hoping that this might lead to the 
discovery of new drugs to block 
the spread of cancer within the 
body." 

The study examined the 
changes that occur in cancer cells 
as they break away from tumours 
in cell cultures, zebrafish and mice. 

It revealed a previously 
unknown survival mechanism in 
cancer cells and found that 
molecules known as'integrins' 
could be key. Integrins are proteins 
on the cell surface that attach to 
and interact with the cell's 
surroundings.'Outside-in'and 
'inside-out'signalling by integrins 
is known to help the cancer cells 
attach themselves to their 
surroundings. The breakthrough 
could lead to the design of better 
therapies against metastasis and 
more effective treatment 
combinations that could prevent 
and slow tumour growth. 

The study was published in 
Nature Communications.

The ease of popping out 
to the shops, visiting a 
wonderful local park or 
going to one of the world- 
famous museums that we 
are fortunate to have in 
Kensington and Chelsea. 

That’s why I am de¬ 
lighted the council is in¬ 
troducing a project de¬ 
signed to help residents 
who, for one reason or an¬ 
other, find it very difficult 
to get out of their homes 
to walk to local shops or 
amenities or use public 
transport. 

People who find it hard 
to leave their homes be¬ 
cause of a physical or 
mental health issue can 
now get support from the 
council’s new travel 
trainer, who will help 
them develop the confi¬ 
dence to travel on public 
transport or simply enjoy 
a walk in a local park. 

So, now an Action on 
Disability travel trainer 
can meet individuals to 
discuss their needs and 
also the obstacles and 
challenges they face using 
public transport. 

The trainer will help 
them develop a plan and 
even go with them on 
journeys so they develop 
the skills and confidence 
to take independent trips. 

Sessions will include 
planning routes, using 
key landmarks to help 
with navigation, dealing 
with incidents and keep¬ 
ing family and friends in¬ 
formed. 

Any borough resident 
aged over 16 years can ap¬ 
ply for travel training. 
Family members and 
friends can also refer an 
individual to the scheme. 

The funding for this ad¬ 
mirable initiative comes 
from our Public Health 
Team and the project will 


run until 31 March 2017.

For others who have 
the confidence to get out, 
but have mobility prob¬ 
lems, there is an excellent 
mobility scooter service 
operating in the borough. 
Westway Community 
Transport has a fleet of 
ten mobility scooters that 
can be booked in advance 
by members of the 
scheme. 

The mobility scooters 
are free to use but you 
will need to register with 
Westway Community 
transport’s door-to-door 
service and pay a regis¬ 
tration fee of £12, before 
you can book. 

You can become a mem¬ 
ber if you're over 14 years 
of age, have a temporary 
or permanent mobility is¬ 
sue, and live in or visit 
the borough.

AS London recovers from the 
shock Brexit vote, sociologists 
have posed the theory that the 
storms and floods on polling 
day put off younger voters - 
those more likely to have 
voted Remain - from voting. 

Along with other cities that 
have a large young and 
affluent population, like 
Oxford and Bristol, London 
voted to stay In, with 59.9 per 
cent of the capital wanting to 
remain part of Europe. 

But as the referendum was 
decided on a vote-per-head 
basis, experts have speculated 
that not enough young 
Remain voters went to the 


polls because they were 
deterred by the prospect of 
getting wet as they made their 
way to the polling stations. 

"The weather played a big 
hand in which way the 
referendum vote went,"said Dr 
ShamenderTalwar, a leading 
west London social 
psychologist. 

"The under-35s were most 
likely to vote Remain. But 
because of the bad weather on 
polling day a lot of the 
younger voters didn't want to 
go out in the rain. 

"It's human nature for that 
age group; they saw the rain 
and thought'I'll vote later 


when it's stopped' - but then 
when it had stopped they 
didn't want to go out and vote 
because they had their mates 
round and couldn't be 
bothered. 

"Whereas the older voters, 
especially the pensioners, their 
attitude is that they're not 
going to be put off by a bit of 
rain - even when everywhere 
is flooded that age group 
consider it 'a bit of rain' - and 
they went out to vote. And 
that demographic was most 
likely to vote Out. 

"So it could be that we're out 
of Europe because of the 
weather. How British is that?" 


Was it the weather what lost it?

THOUSANDS of angry Lon¬ 
doners who voted over¬ 
whelmingly in Thursday’s 
referendum to stay in the 
European Union are ex¬ 
pected to stage a major 
demonstration in Trafalgar 
Square today. 

More than 150,000 have so 
far signed a constitution- 
challenging petition calling 
for London to break away 
from Britain and remain in 
the EU in protest. 

At the weekend, scores of 
anti-Brexit protesters gath¬ 
ered in Parliament Square 
to vent their frustration at 
the result of Thursday’s mo¬ 
mentous vote. 

Demonstrators descended 
on Westminster armed with 
EU flags and banners pro¬ 
claiming “Yes 2 EU”. They 
brandished anti-Brexit slo¬ 
gans, including one sign say¬ 
ing “So long ‘Great’ Britain” 
and others which simply 
read: “F*** Brexit”. 

Meanwhile, an e-petition 
calling for a second referen¬ 
dum reached 3.6 million sig¬ 
natures and is now set to be 
considered for a debate in 
the Commons. The surge of 
support for the petition 
meant the government’s 
Parliament.uk website 
crashed repeatedly on Fri¬ 
day. 

As the implications of 
Thursday’s vote began to 
sink in, hundreds of London¬ 
ers took to the streets on Fri¬ 
day, marching across Lon¬ 
don Bridge to the Shard. 

An estimated 650 people 
made their way through the 
streets in protest at “anti-mi- 
grant” rhetoric of the Leave 
campaign and chanting 
“refugees are welcome” be¬ 
fore gathering outside the 
headquarters of Rupert Mur¬ 
doch’s News Corporation - 
publisher of The Sun and 
The Times. 

London was the only re¬ 
gion in England and Wales 
to vote in favour of remain¬ 
ing in the union. 

Lambeth was London’s 
most Europhile borough af¬ 
ter almost 79 per cent of its 
turn-out voted in favour of 
Remain. It was the area most 
in favour of remaining in the 
EU - apart from Gibraltar.

In second place across 
London was Hackney, where 
78.5 per cent of voters 
wanted to stay in the Euro¬ 
pean Union, followed by 
Haringey with 75.6 per cent. 

The Remain camp took 28 
London boroughs with 
2.2million votes as the capi¬ 
tal bucked a national trend, 
which saw the Leave cam¬ 
paign secure victory. 

The other five boroughs - 
Barking and Dagenham, 
Bexley, Sutton, Havering 
and Hillingdon - were taken 
by Leave, who secured 1.5 
million votes in the capital. 

A huge majority of 70 per 
cent in Hammersmith and 
Fulham voted to remain in 
the EU. It was one of the Re¬ 
main campaign’s biggest vic¬ 
tories in the capital as six 
out of 10 Londoners voted In. 
A total of 56,188 people voted 
Remain compared to 24,054 
for Leave after a turnout of 
just under 70 per cent.

But Brexit campaigners 
hailed “independence day” 
in Hammersmith and Ful¬ 
ham following the landmark 
result. 

Councillor Greg Smith, 
leader of the Conservative 
opposition in Hammersmith 
and Fulham and a champion 
of the Vote Leave campaign, 
said: “It was a fantastic 
demonstration of democracy 
in action, with over 33 mil¬ 
lion people taking part in the 
referendum and the British 
people clearly deciding to 
take back control and leave 
the European Union. 

“I passionately believe 
this is the right choice for 
our country: re-establishing 
sovereignty, re-enforcing the 
principle of democracy and 
setting out our stall as a 
truly global player.” 

Leading Brexit cam¬ 
paigner Harry Phibbs, a 
councillor in Ravenscourt 
Park, said: “I am exhilarated 
by this result after an ex¬ 
hausting campaign. It means 
so much to me that my chil¬ 
dren will grow up in a self- 
governing democracy - an in¬ 
dependent nation that can be 
confidnet and outwardly 
looking towards the entire 
planet.” 

Hammersmith MP Andy 
Slaughter, who supported 
the Remain camp, said he 
was “very proud” that the 
borough had supported 
Britain’s EU membership, 
while Chelsea and Fulham 
MP Greg Hands delivered a 
message to EU nationals in 
west London: “The UK has 
opted to Leave, but I hope 
you don’t.”

Drink-drive yoghurt firm founder 
banned from roads for 30 months

A FROZEN yoghurt tycoon 
who downed a gallon of beer 
in celebration of a business 
deal was banned from driv¬ 
ing for 30 months. 

Martyn Pollock, 34, the 
founder of Frae Frozen Yo¬ 
ghurt, which counts Keira 
Knightley, Simon Cowell and 
Taylor Swift as its cus¬ 
tomers, drank six to eight 
pints before smashing his 
Land Rover Defender into a 
row of cars. 

Pollock, who had been cel¬ 
ebrating after being made a 
partner in a new venture, 
initially told police at the 
crash scene in Palace Gate, 
Kensington, that he had not 
recently drunk. 

However, he tested posi-

tive on a breathalyser at the 
crash scene on May 27. The 
test revealed he had 121 mi¬ 
crograms of alcohol per 100 
millilitres of breath when the 
legal limit is 35 micrograms. 

At an earlier hearing at 
Hammersmith Magistrates 
Court, Simon Stanyer, pros¬ 
ecuting, said: “Quite simply, 
he comes to the police atten¬ 
tion because of a road traffic 
accident involving the defen¬ 
dant’s motor vehicle and 
other motor vehicles. 

“It appears he was driving 
in the middle of the road and 
the accident occurred. 

“When officers arrived 
he’s co-operative. He is asked 
if he’s had anything to drink 
in the last 20 minutes and he 
replied ‘No’.” 

Mr Stanyer said: “He is 
fully co-operative through¬ 


out and then he blows as per 
the reading you have already 
heard, which is an incredibly 
high reading.” 

The businessman ditched 
a corporate job to launch the 
frozen yoghurt firm with a 
friend. 

Defending at an earlier 
court hearing, Matthew 
Humphreys, said: “Clearly it 
is a very high reading. Mr 
Pollock is a business man, he 
runs his own frozen yoghurt 
operation. He previously, 
ironically, worked as a 
lawyer. 

“On the evening of the in¬ 
cident he had been celebrat¬ 
ing having been made a part¬ 
ner in a further, separate 
business venture. By his own 
admission he had drunk in 
the region of six to eight 
pints and, by his own admis¬ 


sion, he was extremely fool¬ 
ish in getting into his car and 
driving.” 

Pollock pleaded guilty to 
the charge and was handed 
a community order yester¬ 
day at Hammersmith Magis¬ 
trates Court. 

Chair of Magistrates Nina 
Toller, taking into account 
his guilty plea, handed Pol¬ 
lock 200 hours of unpaid 
work within the next 12 
months and a 30-month driv¬ 
ing ban. 

Pollock was told if he com¬ 
pleted a drink-driving aware¬ 
ness course by March 22, 
2018, the ban would be re¬ 
duced to 23 months. 

Pollock, of Ladbroke 
Grove, was also ordered to 
pay £85 in costs to the CPS 
and a further £85 for victim 
surcharge. 


Police seek 
sex attacker 

A SEX fiend who tried to rape a 
13-year-old schoolgirl in broad 
daylight before fleeing on a 
stolen bicycle is being hunted. 

Police say the victim was 
grabbed as she walked to 
school and forced into a side 
street before a passer-by 
intervened. 

The brute snatched a bike 
from a teenage boy before 
riding off from the scene in 
Islington, north London. 

Police say he rode a short 
distance along nearby Highbury 
Hill at around 8.20am on 
Wednesday, June 8 before 
abandoning the stolen bicycle 
and making off on foot. 

Police searched the area but 
the suspect could not be found 
and nor could the teenage 
cyclist. 

Detective Constable Ben 
Lucas, of the Met's Sexual 
Offences, Exploitation and Child 
Abuse Command, said: "Our 
investigation is progressing 
well. We have already spoken to 
a number of witnesses who 
have come forward to provide 
information; I would thank 
them for their assistance so far. 

"However, we are still keen to 
trace the teenage male cyclist 
as he would have got a very 
clear view of the suspect and 
could provide us with vital 
information. 

"With the help of another 
witness we have created an e-fit 
of the suspect. We hope this will 
help identify him and I would 
urge anyone who recognises 
the e-fit image to contact police 
as soon as possible. 

"We continue to provide 
support to the very young 
victim and her family. This was a 
terrifying ordeal that took place 
in daylight as she walked to 
school and I am keen to identify 
and arrest the suspect as soon 
as possible." 

The suspect is described as a 
white man, about 6ft and of 
muscular build, with black and 
grey hair. 

Crash rage 

A MOTORIST was left shaken 
after two thugs smashed his car 
windows in a fit of road rage. 

The moped-riding culprits 
smashed the windscreen and 
side window of the victim's car. 

PC Dave Loveday said the 
attack happened after the two 
men refused to give details 
following a collision, in Acton, 
west London, on Wednesday. 

He tweeted: "Nasty road rage 
incident on Churchfield Road. 
Two males on a scooter attack 
the car after refusing to give 
details." 

He added: "The victim from 
the road rage incident is shaken 
up but safe and well." 

Rising value 

A RARE copy of the 
Proclamation of Irish 
Independence which marked 
the start of the Easter Rising is 
expected to sell for £150,000 
next month. 

The original document, 
believed to be one of just 50 in 
existence, played a big role in 
one of the most important 
moments in modern Irish and 
British history. It declared "the 
right of the people of Ireland to 
the ownership of Ireland, and to 
the unfettered control of Irish 
destinies to be sovereign and 
indefeasible". 

Sotheby's will be auctioning 
it on July 12 in London. They 
have given it a guide price of 
£100,000 to £150,000.

DISADVANTAGED young 
footballers from London’s pi¬ 
oneering TUFF FC have 
made the biggest signing in 
world soccer - now the Pope 
is in their squad. 

The Kensington-based soc¬ 
cer scheme, which has been 
acclaimed for fighting gang 
culture and radicalisation 
through football, signed the 
Holy Father in front of a 
crowd of 80,000 in St Peter’s 
Square on Wednesday. 

Pope Francis agreed to be¬ 
come patron of the team 
when he sprang a surprise 
on the young footballers at 
The Vatican by showcasing 
them to the world - immedi¬ 
ately boosting the number of 
their supporters with 12 bil¬ 
lion Roman Catholics. 

In an emotional display of 
his own support for the proj¬ 
ect, the Pope hugged and 
blessed a delegation of the 
players, signed a football for 
them and beamed with de¬ 
light as they presented him 
with his own TUFF FC shirt, 
No 13 with ‘Francis’ on the 
back. 

The delegation from The 
Unity of Faiths Foundation - 
Iqra I from Hayes, Kareena 
T from Kensington, Beth C 
from Ardingly, Khaled M 
from Southall and Humberto 
Carlos C from Islington, 
TUFF FC founders Dr 
Shamender Talwar and 
Anna Prior and TUFF’s head 
of football development Ben 
Corbyn, son of the Labour 
Party leader - had been ex¬ 
pecting a meet and greet with 
the Holy Father in private in 
the Vatican Hall. 

“But he shocked us all by 
taking us out onto the steps 
of St Peter’s instead to intro¬ 
duce us to this massive 
crowd,” said Dr Talwar. 

“With TV cameras all over 
the place, he made sure that 
the whole world would see 
us. We couldn’t believe it, 
this was the Pope’s weekly 
audience and suddenly we’re 
up on the platform with him. 
We were beyond speechless.” 

But Dr Talwar revealed 
that TUFF’s big moment al¬ 
most did not happen. 

“We were 15 minutes late 
arriving, for some reason I 
had got the time wrong in my 
head. Can you believe it? An 
audience with the Pope and 
you get the time wrong? 

“I thought I’d blown it but 
all of a sudden a priest ap¬ 
peared and led us to meet 
him. We thought we were go¬ 
ing to the hall, as we’d been 
told, but suddenly we were 
out in front of this huge 
crowd and the Pope starts 
hugging the kids. 

“He was so into what 
TUFF is doing, he knew all 
about us.

“One of the kids tossed a 
ball to him, he tossed it back, 
then he took it again and 
signed it for us.

We’d had ‘Francis’ put on the 
back but it was a number 13 
shirt, which had been the 
first one out of the box, and I 
thought I’d blown it again, 
but it turned out that 13 was 
his lucky number. 

“He loved the shirt, he said 
‘this is beautiful, this comes 
with a lot of heart and love’. 
Then we said to him, ‘Holy 
Father, we need you to be our 
patron’ and he said yes. He 
said, ‘Yes, but you must pray 
for me’. One of the kids 
replied, ‘Of course we’re go¬ 
ing to pray for you’ and he 
started hugging them all 
again. 

“The kids just went crazy 
afterwards, they thought 
they had stepped into a dif¬ 
ferent world.

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Picasso’s tribute to his lover realises £43M 


A PICASSO masterpiece has 
become the most expensive 
painting sold in the UK for 
six years after fetching a 
staggering £43.3 million 
when it went under the ham¬ 
mer in London. 

Femme assise was a Cubist 
piece painted by the maestro 
when he was 27 years old in 
1909. 

Picasso fashioned it while 
travelling to his native 
Spain, where he created a se¬ 
ries of canvases based on the 
features of his lover Fer- 
nande Olivier, during a pe¬ 
riod described as ‘the most 
crucial and productive’ in 
the artist’s career. 


The painting, which was 
last sold publicly in London 
for £340,000 in 1973, is re¬ 
garded as one of the artist’s 
greatest Cubist portraits. 

And there was no shortage 
of interest when it came up 
for auction at Sotheby’s in 
London - despite the bumper 
£30 million estimate. 

A bidding battle from art 
collectors saw the painting 
vastly exceeding the estimate 
to sell for £43.3 million - a 
world record for any cubist 
work. 

It was also the highest 
price paid for a painting at 
auction in the UK for six 
years, when Alberto Gia-

cometti’s Walking Man I 
went for £65 million in 
February, 2010. 

The Picasso was sold 
at a successful Sotheby’s 
Impressionist and Mod¬ 
ern Art Evening Sale, 
where £103.3 million 
changed hands. 

Jeanne Hebuterne, a 
1919 portrait by Amedeo 
Modigliani, was bought 
for £38.5 million. 

Helena Newman, 
global co-head of 
Sotheby’s Impressionist 
and Modern Art Depart¬ 
ment, explained: “This 
evening’s auction result 
was a resounding vote of 


confidence for the interna¬ 
tional art market. 

“The sale was sourced 
globally, and sold globally to 
a broader international 
spread of buyers than this 
time last year - collectors 
hailing from right across Eu¬ 
rope, Asia and South Amer¬ 
ica.” 

Ms Newmanadded: “Alto¬ 
gether there was very strong 
bidding across the sale and 
at every price point, led of 
course by the highest prices 
seen in London for over five 
years.

THREE quarters of Lon¬ 
don’s LGBT+ community 
still feel the need to lie 
about their sexuality or 
gender identity, according 
to new research. 

Following Pride in Lon¬ 
don at the weekend, a sur¬ 
vey of more than 1,000 
LGBT+ people also discov¬ 
ered that people who are 
LGBT+ are six times less 
likely to hold a partner’s 
hand in public than the 
rest of the population, and 
that LGBT+ respondents 
are five times more likely 
to have been bullied at 
work because of their gen¬ 
der. 

The chair of Pride in 
London, Michael Salter- 
Church, said: “Great 
progress has been made in 
the name of LGBT+ equal¬ 
ity in recent years, but 
these figures show the 
striking reason why Pride 
is still as important as 
ever. People in Britain who 
are LGBT+ still face the 
need to filter their true 
selves, and hide affection 
to their loved ones. At its 
heart, Pride in London is a 
community led movement 
that recognises the strug¬ 
gles and successes of every¬ 
one in our community.” 

Marketing director of 
Pride in London, and 
deputy chair at Quadran¬ 
gle Research, Alison 
Camps said: “As well as 
changing laws we need to 
change hearts and minds. 
Pride in London gives us 
an incredible day to cele¬ 
brate who we are, and give 
people the confidence to be 
proud. This is what this 
year’s campaign #nofilter 
is all about. We will recog¬ 
nise those people who must 
live life under a filter, fight 
for them, and celebrate a 
day of #nofilter.” 


David Ames, who plays 
Dominic Copeland in 
Holby City, and appears in 
the #nofilter campaign, 
said: “My chosen career 
asks of me to wear a mask, 
to tell someone else’s story 
and to put myself in some¬ 
one else shoes. Well, that’s 
all very well when it’s 
work and I’m being paid. 

“In my personal life, 
however, I don’t want to 
have to wear a mask. I 
want to be the narrator of 
my own story and I cer¬ 
tainly don’t want to wear 
someone else’s grotty 
shoes. So, I fully support 
and applaud this year’s 
Pride in London for its 
#nofilter campaign. Show¬ 
ing others that you’re 
proud, encouraging those 
who need it to stand tall 
and making sure those 
most vulnerable know at 
all times that, as a commu¬ 
nity, we’ll do all we can to 
support you. Leave your 
filters for your Instagram 
and celebrate being you.” 

The research found: 

■ 74 per cent of LGBT+ re¬ 
spondents still feel the 
need to lie about their sex¬ 
uality or gender identity 

■ Two per cent of the pop¬ 
ulation has been bullied at 
work because of their gen¬ 
der, compared to 10 per 
cent of LGBT+ respondents 
in our survey 

■ 77 per cent of LGBT+ re¬ 
spondents felt uncomfort¬ 
able being their true self in 
public, compared to 23 per 
cent in the general popula¬ 
tion 

■ 21 per cent of LGBT+ re¬ 
spondents felt completely 
comfortable being them¬ 
selves in all situations, 
compared with 41 per cent 
of straight respondents 

■ 75 per cent of LGBT+ re¬ 
spondents were out to all 
their friends, but only 50 
per cent were out to all 
their colleagues 


Hospital saves 
girl from bug 

MEDICS at St Thomas's Hospital 
saved the life of a schoolgirl who 
contracted a deadly bug during 
a holiday from hell. 

Emily Bridges, aged 10, was 
taken ill on a five-day family 
holiday to Hurghada in Egypt. 

The life-threatening illness 
was initially misdiagnosed as an 
upset stomach by a local doctor. 

But after landing in Britain 
poorly Emily was rushed to St 
Thomas's Hospital, on 
Westminster Bridge Road, where 
horrified doctors found her vital 
organs had begun to shut down. 

The youngster was diagnosed 
with E.coli as well as Hemolytic- 
uremic syndrome, a condition 
which causes kidneys to fail and 
the body to destroy red blood 
cells. 

Her mother Rachel, 43, said: 
"We initially put it down to a 
dodgy belly while we were there. 
It was only when we were home I 
took her to the hospital, 
expecting to get a prescription 
but a doctor told me she was 
very sick." 

E-coli can be contracted by 
eating contaminated food, 
touching infected animals or 
drinking untreated water. 

Emily's condition deteriorated 
to the point where she spent a 
week on life support. But she is 
now off the critical list, and 
Rachel, of the Isle of Sheppey, 
Kent, remains optimistic. 

She said:"It has been such a 
traumatic experience and a lot 
for a 10-year-old to deal with. 

But she's strong and stubborn 
like me so I know she'll pull 
through because she's a fighter." 

Emily is now spending 16 
hours a day on dialysis and a 
£12,000-a-dose drug which she 
has to take weekly to stop her 
immune system attacking her 
own body. She may also need a 
transplant in the future because 
of the severity of the damage to 
her kidneys. 

Family friend Jayne Russon has 
started a GoFundMe page that 
will help cover Rachel's expenses. 

New jab for 
male cancers 

A VACCINATION could soon be 
offered to every schoolboy to 
help tackle the rising rate of 
some cancers in men, a 
Government minister revealed 
on Thursday. 

Health chiefs are poised to 
drop their opposition to 
extending the jab to protect 
against the human papilloma 
virus, which is already given to 
all year eight girls. 

The likely move follows 
growing alarm over cancers of 
the mouth, throat, neck and 
head, as well as penile and anal 
cancer, amid growing evidence 
that they are caused by HPV. 

The NHS spends more than 
£300million a year treating 
head and neck cancers, while 
giving the vaccine to all boys 
would cost just £22million, 
supporters say. 

Health minister Jane Ellison 
has revealed that the 
independent Joint Committee 
on Vaccination and 
Immunisation is investigating 
the change, with its verdict due 
early next year. 

Mrs Ellison, who has 
previously described giving the 
HPV jab to girls only as"a little 
odd"- said:"I understand the 
wish for it to be available to all 
adolescents regardless of 
gender." 

The looming move comes 
after a Commons debate heard 
that men are six times more 
likely than women to have an 
oral HPV infection - yet they are 
not vaccinated.

TRIBUTES have been paid to 
a pioneering race rights cam¬ 
paigner who helped to 
launch London’s famous Not- 
ting Hill Carnival. 

Sam King MBE, the first 
black Mayor of Southwark, 
died at St Christopher’s Hos¬ 
pice in south east London 
earlier this month at the age 
of 90. 

He was described as a 
“principled and inspiring” 
community leader for the 
capital as senior politicians 
rushed to pay tribute last 
week. 

Labour leader Jeremy 
Corbyn referred to Mr King 
as a “legend”, adding: “Lon¬ 
don is a better place, Britain 
is a better place thanks to 
him and his family.” 

A tireless campaigner for 
the rights of black people, he 
played a major part in shap¬ 
ing the London of today. 

He was one of the co¬ 
founders of the world- 
renowned Notting Hill Car¬ 
nival in 1966 and worked for 
the Brixton-based West In¬ 
dian Gazette before becom¬ 
ing the first black Mayor of 
Southwark in 1983. 

Mr King also established 
the Windrush Foundation - 
an organisation set up to pre¬ 


serve the memories of West 
Indian pioneers who made 
the long journey to Britain 
by sea to help rebuild the 
country after the end of the 
Second World War. 

He was awarded an MBE 
for his outstanding service 
in 1998 on the 40th anniver¬ 
sary of the Empire Win¬ 
drush’s first docking. 

Despite his long list of 
achievements and awards, 
Mr King’s granddaughter, 
Dione McDonald, said he re¬ 
mained a man who valued 
people above all else. 

“Grandfather was a hum¬ 
ble man. He would attribute 
the accolades to those 
around him and the project 
he was working on,” she 
said. “When the Windrush 
Foundation was established 
he always tried to highlight 
the work of the charity itself 
and the hard-working indi¬ 
viduals involved. He was an 
old-school politician known 
for saying: T am just a ser¬ 
vant of the people’.” 

Born in February 1926 in 
Portland, Jamaica, Mr King 
grew up on his father’s ba¬ 
nana farm as one of nine 
children. 

He joined the Royal Air 
Force in 1944 and completed 
his training in Yorkshire be¬ 
fore serving as an engineer 
near Folkestone in Kent. 

At the end of the war he

returned to Jamaica but emi¬ 
grate d permanently in 1948 to 
contribute to the rebuilding of 
post-war London. 

Arthur Torrington CBE, 
project director at the Win¬ 
drush Foundation, said: “ Sam 
was a giant with a voice that 
commanded respect and pro¬ 
vided a positive message to all 
about the contribution of the 
Caribbean community and the 
wider benefits of migration. 

“We need to give our grati¬ 
tude to men and women like 
Sam who made sacrifices and 
laid the foundations that we 
take for granted today in the 


community.” 

Mr King died in the com¬ 
pany of his family at St 
Christopher’s Hospice on Fri¬ 
day June 17. He is survived by 
his second wife, Myrtle, his 
two children, Michael and 
Althea, a s well as three grand¬ 
children and three great - 
grandchildren. 

Ms McDonald added: “He 
slipped away gently and peace¬ 
fully, surrounded by loving 
family whilst singing gospel 
hymns and reading bible 
scriptures.” 

A funeral is expected to take 
place in July. 


Judge criticises drink-drive 
rugby star’s defence counsel 


ENGLAND rugby star 
Danny Cipriani was found 
guilty of drink-driving on 
Friday, ordered to pay more 
than £7,500 and banned from 
driving for 18 months. 

The 28-year-old Wasps fly 
half, of Grand Drive, Merton, 
denied driving whilst under 
the influence but was con¬ 
victed at Westminster Mag¬ 
istrates’ Court. District 
Judge Howard Riddle criti¬ 
cised his defence for using 
“smoke and mirrors” by 
claiming the breathalyser 
was inaccurate, adding the 
evidence against Cipriani 
was “overwhelming”. 

Cipriani’s eyes were 
glazed, he smelt of alcohol, 
slurred his words and could 
not stand up straight when 
he was stopped by police in 
Fulham after crashing his 
black Mercedes into a taxi at 
5.15am on June 1 last year. 

He said he was “shocked” 
to discover he was over the 
limit despite having downed 
a glass of champagne and 
two nespresso cocktails dur¬ 
ing a boozy 4am breakfast. 

Cipriani told the court he 
had been at Sushi restaurant 
Eight Over Eight in Chelsea 
with other rugby players af¬ 
ter being crowned man of the 
match following England’s 
thrashing of the Barbarians 
on May 31 last year. 

The star’s case was based 
on his belief that the 
breathalyser used by police

was faulty and had not been 
calibrated properly. But Sen¬ 
ior District Judge Riddle 
found the test was not faulty 
and convicted Cipriani. 

He said: “Mr (Philip) Lu¬ 
cas, acting for the defendant, 
continued to argue that there 
was no calibration from Sgt 
Pullen, despite being told by 
me that there was. The cases 
relied on for this defence go 
back years to the early days 
of the first generation ma¬ 
chines. I told Mr Lucas dur¬ 
ing the trial that I struggled 
to understand his approach 
to the evidence. 

“Drink-drive cases should 
be far simpler than this. It is 
in the interest of all that 
summary trials concentrate 
on the real contested issues 
and do not descend in to a 
game of smoke and mirrors. 

“I am satisfied as to be 
sure that this breath test was 
working at the time it pro¬ 


duced a reading of 67 micro¬ 
grams and therefore a find a 
guilty verdict.” 

In his judgement Judge 
Riddle said: “I am reluctant 
to conclude that Mr Cipriani 
is lying. He may have had 
more than he realised, the 
measures may have been 
more generous than he be¬ 
lieved, his memory may 
have been clouded by alco¬ 
hol. He may, and this is not 
uncommon, genuinely have 
come to believe what it is in 
his interests to believe. 

“However, cumulateively, 
the evidence is overwhelm¬ 
ing that he had more to 
drink than he has told me.” 

The court heard from his 
lawyer that Cipriani has no 
previous convictions for 
drink-driving and supported 
charitable foundations. 

Philip Lucas defending, 
said: “He needs no introduc¬ 
tion to you, he has been driv¬ 
ing for over 10 years and has 
no previous convictions for 
drink-driving. I submit that 
he earns around £3,200 a 
week.” 

Cipriani was ordered to 
pay a fine of £4,500 plus 
£3,000 towards court costs as 
well as a £120 victim sur¬ 
charge and was banned from 
driving for 18 months. 

He could get his licence 
back as soon as August 24 
next year if he competes a 
driver awareness course by 
June 24, 2017.

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Selfridges 
withdraws 
‘slave’ item 

SELFRIDGES was forced to 
stop selling a candle 
moulded into the shape of a 
liberated black slave’ after 
the wax work was branded 
offensive. 

The luxury department 
store deleted the item off 
their online store after twit¬ 
ter user Lola Adesioye 
slammed the item and its 
negative connotations. 

While the £160 candle 
made by Cire Trudon is sup¬ 
posedly not meant to be 
burned, Ms Adesioye said 
that the implication of the 
delicate wax work is that 
customers could set it alight. 

She said in an online peti¬ 
tion: “It is offensive to see 
this candle - the official 
name being liberated slave 
black bust’ - on sale at this 
store, and even more strange 
to imagine anyone wanting 
to light such a candle and 
watch it burn down. 

“There are so many un¬ 
comfortable, unpleasant and 
offensive connotations to 
this item.” 

She said as a British black 
woman she was shocked to 
spot the item for sale. 

It is a wax replica of a por¬ 
trait by Jean-Baptiste 
Carpeaux in the 1870s. 

Selfridges declined to com¬ 
ment but responded on Twit¬ 
ter: “We hear you and we 
agree that the candle could 
be viewed as inappropriate. 

“This will be removed 
from sale.” 



A small boat covered in 
red and white roses was 
towed down the 
Thames as a sad tribute 
to tragic MP Jo Cox last 
week.

Mayor demands better pollution 
warnings to combat ‘silent killer’

LONDON Mayor Sadiq Khan 
is ordering “killer air alerts” 
for the capital in a bid to save 
asthmatics from having to 
fight for their lives. 

The Mayor, who himself 
suffers from breathing prob¬ 
lems brought on by the city’s 
air pollution, has hit out at 
the lack of warnings when 
the air was so bad that those 
at risk should have been told 
to stay off the streets. 

Londoners should have 
been better informed on 
more than 100 occasions dur¬ 
ing the last two and a half 
years about the dangers to 
their health from the capi¬ 
tal’s filthy air, according to 
worrying new figures. 

In the light of the new fig¬ 
ures, Mayor Khan has di¬ 
rected Transport for London 
urgently to develop a pack¬ 
age of alerts to better inform 
Londoners when air quality 
is at dangerous levels. 

The statistics, from King’s 
College London, show that 
the Saharan Dust episode in 
April 2014 was one of the 49 
times air pollution climbed 



Sadiq Khan wants air quality 
warnings to be improved 

to moderate or higher that 
year. During the episode, the 
London ambulance service 
reported a 14 per cent rise in 
999 calls for patients with res¬ 
piratory issues and a higher 
than normal volume of calls 
from people with breathing 
difficulties, asthma and heart 
problems. 

There were a further 48 
episodes of particularly poor 
air quality in 2015 - while 
this year has seen 22 inci¬ 
dents to date. 

During these episodes, cur¬ 
rent Government advice is 
that adults and children with 
lung problems, adults with 
heart problems, and older 
people, should avoid or re¬ 
duce strenuous physical ac¬ 
tivity. Government advice is 


that even healthy Londoners 
need to consider taking ac¬ 
tion during high or very high 
periods of air pollution. 

The previous Mayor, Boris 
Johnson, did issue basic in¬ 
formation on the capital’s air 
quality. This included lim¬ 
ited alerts and advertising 
through the Breathe Better 
Together campaign and the 
publication of information 
on the Greater London Au¬ 
thority’s website. 

“Sadiq Khan is clear that 
these basic interventions did 
not go far enough,” said the 
Mayor’s Office. 

The European Union has 
established the legal frame¬ 
work which enables London 
to tackle pollution. Nearly 
half the long-term health im¬ 
pacts of poor air quality are 
caused by pollution outside 
London. This includes diesel 
fumes and industrial emis¬ 
sions transported from the 
continent. 

Some 75 per cent of the car¬ 
diovascular hospital admis¬ 
sions associated with small, 
dangerous particles known 
as PM2.5 result from sources 
outside London. The Mayor 
believes that air pollution is 


a problem that can only be 
solved by close working with 
our European partners. 

With the latest medical re¬ 
search showing that the 
equivalent of nearly 10,000 
Londoners are dying every 
year because of London’s 
toxic air and the capital fail¬ 
ing to meet the legal require¬ 
ments for pollutants such as 
Nitrogen Dioxide (N02), Mr 
Khan is more determined 
than ever to implement hard¬ 
hitting measures in the capi¬ 
tal that will lower pollution 
levels at a fast rate. 

He will launch a formal 
public policy consultation in 
a matter of weeks on a major 
package of measures to 
tackle air pollution in Lon¬ 
don. 

He is also working with 
Transport for London to de¬ 
velop a campaign that will 
see Londoners kept more in¬ 
formed about the state of the 
capital’s air. Proposals cur¬ 
rently being considered in¬ 
clude roadside signs on the 
most polluted roads to alert 
Londoners when the air is 
dangerously bad, promoting 
the use of the free airTEXT 
service and a more effective 


use of social media and tra¬ 
ditional media. He will an¬ 
nounce details of this cam¬ 
paign shortly. 

The Mayor said: “The pre¬ 
vious Mayor failed to consis¬ 
tently send out strong 
enough messaging regarding 
the quality of London’s air 
despite on-going pleas from 
health campaigners. 

“These figures show that 
on numerous occasions, Lon¬ 
doners could have been given 
better, higher profile warn¬ 
ings and taken action to limit 
their exposure during 
episodes of extremely high 
pollution.” 

Kay Boycott, Chief Execu¬ 
tive of Asthma UK, said: “It 
is vital that Londoners with 
asthma know when pollution 
levels are high so they can 
take the steps they need to 
keep themselves safe. 

“We fully support the 
Mayor’s plans to improve air 
quality in London. Accord¬ 
ing to the latest figures toxic 
air affects nearly 600,000 peo¬ 
ple living in the capital with 
asthma. We need significant 
investment into asthma re¬ 
search to find solutions to 
this invisible killer.” 


Police rescue 
man on bridge 

A MAN climbed onto the 
suspension supports of Tower 
Bridge and smoked cigarettes 
during the early hours of the 
morning last Wednesday. 

The man, believed to be aged 
in his 40s, climbed up from the 
handrail and onto the bridge's 
blue support beams at around 
2am. 

A video taken by police from 
the water showed the man 
calmly walking up the 
suspension beam and sitting 
down before casually lighting a 
cigarette. 

An RNLI spokesperson said: 
"The Tower RNLI lifeboat crew 
were were called to the bridge 
and there was already a marine 
police boat there. When we got 
there the guy was standing on 
the south side of the bridge. 

"He was walking back and 
forth on the U shape as far as 
gravity would allow. During the 
two hours we were there he did 
not seem in an anxious state. 

"He was sitting down, lying 
down and stopped a couple of 
times for a cigarette. He had a 
backpack on." 

A police negotiator was 
called to the scene and 
persuaded the man to come 
down. He was later taken to an 
East London hospital for 
medical assessment and was 
later detained under the Mental 
Health Act. 

A City of London Police 
spokesman said:"On 
Wednesday, June 22, at 01.51, 
City of London police officers 
and the Metropolitan Police 
Service Marine Policing Unit 
were called to Tower Bridge 
after a man in his 40s was seen 
to climb the structure of the 
bridge. 

"A police negotiator attended 
the scene. At 04.33 the man 
came down. He was taken to an 
East London hospital for 
medical assessment and has 
been detained under the 
Mental Health Act."

The installations will pinpoint 
gateways to this world-famous 
area where people from around 
the globe choose to do 
business, live and visit, 
revealing and shedding new 
light on the attractions London 
Bridge has to offer, which 
include the HMS Belfast, the 
view from The Shard, Unicorn 
Theatre, the Fashion & Textiles 
Museum, Tower Bridge and 
Scoop More London. 

A photo scavenger hunt with 
performers stationed around 
Bermondsey, Shad Thames and 
London Bridge - called Heritage 
Lives - will take place on 
Thursday, June 28 and Saturday, 
June 30.

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Out of Big Brother and into the dock

EVICTED Big Brother con¬ 
testant Marco Pierre White 
Junior was fined last week 
after he admitted being in 
charge of a car while four- 
times the drug-drive limit af¬ 
ter taking cocaine at a party. 

The eyes of the 21-year-old 
model, the son of celebrity 
chef Marco Pierre White, 
were like pin pricks and his 
behaviour was ‘erratic and 
twitchy’ when he was spoken 
to by police. 

On Tuesday, June 21, he 
appeared at Hammersmith 
Magistrates’ Court after be¬ 
coming the first celebrity to 
be voted out of the “reality” 
TV show after just 11 days in 
the house. 

Plain-clothes officers in an 
unmarked Volvo drove into 
the back of his ex-fiancee’s 
BMW X5 in Hammersmith, 
the court heard. 

White claimed he was sit¬ 
ting in the car trying to open 
the bonnet but was not actu¬ 
ally driving. He said he had 
drunk up to five lattes that 
day but a drug test found 
him to be four-times over the 
drug-drive limit. 

Now it appears that his fa¬ 
ther will have to pay a £400 
fine, a £40 victim surcharge 
and £85 costs because White 
Jr lives off a family al¬ 
lowance. 

Police say blood tests re¬ 
vealed White Jr, who does 
not have a licence, had more 
than 200 microgrammes of 
cocaine per litre of his blood 
while driving a grey 2005 
BMW X5. 

Carly Loftus, prosecuting, 
said: “When the officers ar¬ 
rived they found on the tail¬ 
gate was Marco Pierre White 
Jr and Miss Kimberly 
Melville-Smith. 

“Miss Kimberly Melville- 
Smith confirmed she was the 
driver but the other driver 
believed it was actually the 
male. Officers noticed his 
eyes were looking like pin 
pricks and he was rather er¬ 
ratic and twitching and 
couldn’t stand still. 

“The test came back posi¬ 
tive for cocaine. Mr Pierre 
White was four times over 
the drug-drive limit.” 

Later he admitted using 
the Class A drug. 

Ms Loftus said: “He said 
he had been offered some co¬ 
caine at a party four to five 
days earlier. He admitted 
taking it but said he had not 
taken anything since then. 

“He said he had four to 
five lattes that day, that’s 
why his pupils looked the 
way they did.”

He told officers he had 
been sitting in the driver’s 
seat of Ms Melville-Smith’s 
car trying to lift a lever to 
release the bonnet after the 
car got into difficulties when 
they were returning from his 
dental appointment. 

Miss Loftus said: “Miss 
Kimberly Melville-Smith 
stated at the station that he 
was sitting with the engine 
on with the car in park. 

“He confirmed he was in 
the front seat and pulled a 
lever to lift the hood and he 
noticed another car, which 
he believed was a police car, 
had hit Miss Kimberly 
Melville-Smith’s car. 

“He didn’t believe sitting 
in the driver’s seat while it 
was parked was wrong.” 

The heavily tattooed 
model wore a grey hoodie 
over a white T-shirt and 
black jeans when he arrived 
an hour late to court. 

With his hair tied up in a 
bun and a nose ring in, he 
spoke only to confirm his 
name and address and to 
plead guilty. He smiled and 
put his arm around his 
lawyer when he learned he 
had got away with a fine. 

District Judge Karim Ez- 
zat said: “He has no income 


whatsoever. He is provided 
for by his family.” 

Carl Newman, defending 
White Jr, said: “He had got 
into the driver’s seat and was 
trying to find the lever to 
open the bonnet for the en¬ 
gine. At this point the car 
was struck by another car. 

“The car that struck Mr 
Pierre White’s car was an 
unmarked police car with 
plain clothed officers in. His 
vehicle was struck by an¬ 
other. It wasn’t moving and 
he wasn’t at fault. He is sup¬ 
ported by his father and he 
is available to pay a fine after 
speaking to his father.” 

The legal limit of cocaine 
in blood is 50 microgrammes 
to allow for accidental expo¬ 
sure or having traces re¬ 
maining in the blood long af¬ 
ter any effects have worn off. 

Pierre White Jr was ar¬ 
rested in North End Cres¬ 
cent, Hammersmith, on 
April 20. 

White Jr split from his fi¬ 
ance Ms Melville-Smith after 
his on-screen romp. The 
Channel 5 show is being in¬ 
vestigated after Ofcom re¬ 
ceived 634 complaints over 
White’s on-air romp with 30- 
year-old actress Laura 
Carter. 


He is not the only member 
of the family in the court sys¬ 
tem at the moment. 

His mother, Mati Conejero, 
is facing trial for allegedly at¬ 
tacking him and brother Lu¬ 
ciano, 22. 

The sons accuse her of 
pulling White Jr’s hair and 
kicking him before biting Lu¬ 
ciano’s hand when he inter¬ 
vened. 

White Jr is due to give evi¬ 
dence against her at Uxbridge 
Magistrates’ Court on July 12. 

Conejero, 51, who lives in 
the same block of flats as her 
sons in Chiswick, denies two 
counts of common assault by 
beating. 

She is currently in the mid¬ 
dle of an acrimonious divorce 
where she has clocked up an 
estimated £3million in legal 
fees. 

She recently told a Sunday 
paper: “I broke down when I 
saw how lost he is. I feel so 
helpless that I can’t do any¬ 
thing, but how would you feel 
when your beautiful baby boy 
ends up a man covered in tat¬ 
toos, with the word ‘Broken’ 
across his face. 

“’Help’ is etched elsewhere 
on his body, and he has a tear 
drop under one eye.” 

White Jr, of 66a Chiswick 
High Road, was also given ten 
points on his notional driving 
licence because he has never 
passed his driving test.

David Vaz, 43, posted the 
cash to the monarch with a 
letter saying “treat yourself 
to favourite cup of tea”, as she 
became the country’s longest 
serving head of state in Sep¬ 
tember last year. 

Despite being flattered by 
the gesture she returned it, 
claiming she was unable to 
accept gifts of a “financial na¬ 
ture”. 

But she took a shine to the 
lg gold ingot and thanked Mr 


Vaz for his generosity as 
Buckingham Palace con¬ 
firmed receipt of the prized 
package. 

A letter signed by the 
Queen’s lady in waiting, Su¬ 
san Hussey, read: “The Queen 
wishes to thank you for your 
card with which you sent a 
small piece of gold for Her 
Majesty on the occasion of 
her 90th birthday. 

“The Queen was very 
touched you have given her 
a present and I am to thank 
you for your thought for Her 
Majesty at this time.” 

Mr Vaz, a cleaner at Prop¬ 
erty Services Solutions in 
Romford, bought the gold bar

Paying tribute to Queen 
Elizabeth he said: “She has 
been Queen since I have been 
born. I am very proud to be 
British and she holds the 
country together. 

“She is the greatest 
monarch we’ve had in my life 
time. I have seen her two or 
three times, including at the 
Silver Jubilee 1977.”

Either way, the wall of si¬ 
lence on the matter has been 
very odd. 

Back in March, we rang 
No 10 and asked what was 
the gift that the Government 
was buying as a birthday 
present for The Queen. 

No 10 said it didn’t know,

but added that it would 
phone back. It didn’t. 

So we rang again and 
spoke to somebody else. 

“I’ve no idea,” said the 
somebody else, “but I’ll look 
into it, you’re the first per¬ 
son to have asked this.” 

But again there was si¬ 
lence. Cripes, we thought, 
hope we’re not going to get a 
visit from Special Branch, 
ready to waterboard us for 
prying into matters that 
don’t concern us. 

Then, as Her Majesty cel¬ 
ebrated her actual birthday 
on April 21st, it was reported 
that the Prime Minister had 
been quizzed on the subject 
and had admitted that the 
Cabinet had not yet decided 
what present to give The 
Queen.

HERE’S an interesting fact to 
make them splutter over their 
cornflakes at Kensington 
Palace - the double act of 
Prince George and Princess 
Charlotte is now worth more 
to the British economy than 
the nation’s entire music in¬ 
dustry.

Yep, you did indeed, the 
brother and sister duo with 
not five years of age between 
them are now of greater value 
to the economy than all of 
Britain’s musos put together.

cert sales, music publishing, 
export sales and the worth of 
all of the efforts of the more 
than 100,000 who are employed 
in the music industry and still 
George and Charlotte beat 
them hands down. 

Somebody is missing a trick 
here, it’s astonishing that 
George and Charlotte have not 
been offered their own record 
deal; Baa Baa Black Sheep by 
The Kid Royals [you need a 
snappy band name in this 
business] would top the charts 
for months on the basis of 
these stats. 

Why is there not a Ministry 
of Baby Sound? Somebody at 
the Department of Trade 
should get on this, there’s a 
fortune to be made. 

According to the music in¬ 
dustry’s official body, UK Mu¬ 
sic, the economic contribution 
of the business to the British 


economy is worth £3.5 billion 
a year. 

“This is made up of: £L6 bil¬ 
lion from musicians, com¬ 
posers and songwriters; £634 
milion from recorded music; 
£662 million from live music; 
£402 million from music pub¬ 
lishing; £151million from mu¬ 
sic representatives; £80 mil¬ 
lion from music producers, 
recording studios; £14 billion 
in the value of exports and 
101,680 full time jobs,” said UK 
Music on the recent release of 
an in-depth report into the 
record business’s contribution 
to the economy. 

UK Music chief executive Jo 
Dipple said: “This shows for 
the very first time exactly how 
much music in all its guises 
contributes to the UK econ¬ 
omy in terms of GVA, exports 
and employment. It shows 
that British music is a sub¬ 
stantial contributor to the 
economy. Our music might be 
fun, but it is also a formidable 
asset to the UK. 

“Government has said it 
wants to support the creative 
industries but until now they 
have not had the precise data 
to hand. They do now. 

“A realistic picture of the 
how the industry is made up 
will lead to a better under¬ 
standing of what investment 
and regulatory environment 
is needed to help our industry 
thrive. It is a great UK success 
story, but now it can be even 
better understood and devel¬ 
oped.” 

But good and great though 
it is, it is nothing compared to 
the contribution made by the 
princess and her brother. 

According to that mighty 
judge of all things financial, 
Forbes magazine, pound

selling power that almost any¬ 
thing else in the market. 

Forbes reports that, accord¬ 
ing to the experts at London- 
based Brand Finance, 
Princess Charlotte is worth 
£3.2 billion to the economy 
“through her ability to drive 
sales of the adorable cardi¬ 
gans, dresses and coloured 
tights she’s known to wear.” 

Forbes adds, “Chil- 
drenswear brands like Pepa & 
Co, M&H and Mylstyears.com 
have experienced massive on¬ 
line traffic surges and in¬ 
creased international interest 
thanks to Charlotte.”

That’s astonish¬ 
ing, never mind the music in¬ 
dustry, that’s more than the £5 
billion that the Scotch whisky 
industry contributed to 
the UK economy in 
Gross Value Added 
last year.

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L AURA Mvula’s explosive

sums up the story.

the sky; Take your broken 
wings and fly,” she sings. 

For Mvula, who shot to 
fame in 2013 after the ^ 

worldwide success of her 
debut album Sing To The Moon, 
the pain is all part of the craft. 

“I find my therapy in music¬ 
making,” she said in a recent 
interview with the BBC. “I’ve been 
like that since I was quite young, 
whether I was listening to music, 
making it or playing it. Expressing 
myself through sound is how I 
make sense of things.” 

Mvula was raised in the 
Birmingham suburbs - her mother 
from St Kitts, her father from 
Jamaica. 

Gospel and soul music was 
always her primary influence and 
as a young woman she sang with 
her aunt’s group Black Voices 
before going it alone.

Adele’s festival wonder show worthy of a 
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I S Jake Bugg to get the 
offer of a lifetime - to be 
Keith Richards? 
Following reports that 
Harry Styles has been cast 
to portray Mick Jagger in 
the forthcoming film based 
on Robert Greenfield’s 
classic book A Season In 
Hell With The Rolling 
Stones, now movie 
producers face a much 
tougher task, finding the 
right star to play The 
Human Riff. 

The role is a hard one to 
cast, not just because the 
actor will have to walk, talk 
and play guitar like Keef in 
the way that Keef walks, 
talks and plays guitar like 
nobody else on the planet, 
but also because most of the 
action in the movie will 
centre on Keef. 

Greenfield’s excellent 
book chronicles the 
summer of 1971 when the 
Stones left London and 
moved to the South of 
France to create their 
greatest-ever album, 

Exile On Main Street, 
which was recorded 
in the basement of 
Keith’s house, 

Nellcote in 
V illefranche-sur-Mer. 

While the other 
Stones rented homes in 
nearby parts of the south 
of France, Greenfield was 
based in Keith Richards’ 
house and it was there 
where the writer for 
Rolling Stone magazine 
noted all the action. It was 
an interesting time for the 
Stones; Mick had just 
married Bianca, the band 
needed a big hit album as 
they were facing huge tax 
bills in Britain, Keith was 
fighting to get clean of his 
heroin habit and his 
relationship with Mick was 
stretched by his new 
friendship with country 
star Gram Parsons and his 
sax-playing partner-in- 
crime Bobby Keys. 

“Keith is key to the 
whole story of the making 
of Exile, it was very much 
his album, made on his 
terms - recording from 
early evening until five in 
the morning - made at his 
house with all of his family 
and friends around him. 
Nothing got done on that 
album until Keith turned 
up in his own time. Any 
film about it is going to be 
not so much a film about 
the Stones as it is a film 
about Keith, he was the star 
of that whole show,” said a 
film producer who is an 
expert on Stoneslore. 

“So whilst all the reports 
about the film so far have 
been obsessed with who is 
to pay Mick, the far more 
crucial question is who will

play Keith? For starters, it 
needs to be somebody who 
knows his way around a 
guitar.” 

Jake Bugg, who opened 
for the Stones when they 
played T In The Park in 
2013, is said to be one in the 
frame for the part. Besides 
his resemblance to Keith 
Richards, he can sing in 
that slightly-nasally, higher 
pitch of the Stones’ musical 
director. 

“But if he got the part 
he’d need a vocal coach to 
get rid of his Nottingham 
accent and the producers 
would probably want him 
to lose some weight as 
Keith was pretty lean back 
then,” said the Stones 
movie expert. 

Others said to be under 
consideration for the role 
include Spider Man star 
Andrew Garfield, who also 
looks somewhat like the 
master of the Dartford 
blues delta, Robert 
Pattinson, star of the 
Twilight vampire movies 
and James Bond star Ben 
Whishaw. 

Ben, who played the new 
Q in the 007 movies Skyfall 
and Spectre, has form as 
Keith Richards. He played 
the riffmeister in Stoned, 
Stephen Woolley’s film of 
the rise and fall of the

original founder of the 
Stones, the tragic blues 
purist Brian Jones. 

Meanwhile, is Richards 
set to go into print again, 
this time as the biographer 
of one of Britain’s great air 
aces? 

Following the huge 
success of his 

autobiography, Life, and his 
children’s book GusAnd 
Me, he is said to be wanting 
to write another tome, on 
the life of Douglas Bader. 

Group Captain Bader was 
an RAF pilot who lost both 
legs in an air crash in the 
1930s. But his injury did not 
prevent him becoming one 
of the top aces of the Second 
World War, in which he was 
credited with downing up 
to 32 enemy planes. After 
the war his life and 
heroism was celebrated in 
the film Reach For The Sky, 
in which he was played by 
Kenneth More. 

The film, in which Bader 
was portrayed as the 
archetypal dashing English 
hero, was controversial 
with the great fighter as it 
whitewashed over some of 
his habits, like his prolific 
use of bad language. 

Now we hear that Keith 
is keen to write the full 
story of the airman, who 
after the war once 
expressed an interest in 
becoming Prime Minister, 
proposing that immigration 
should be halted and that 
all betting shops should be 
banned on account of “they 
breed protection rackets”. 

“One of Keith’s favourite 
films is Reach For The Sky 


and one of his long-time 
ambitions is to write a 
biography of Douglas 
Bader,” one of his close 
friends tells us. 

However, the Stone’s big 
wish may have to go on the 
back-burner for a bit as he 
and the rest of the band 
have been holed up in a 
recording studio in West 
London, believed to be 
Metropolis in Chiswick, 
where Queen, Michael 
Jackson, U2, Lady GaGa, 
Amy Winehouse, Adele and 
Rihanna have all recorded 
and mixed albums. 

The Stones’ new studio 
album, their first in 10 
years, is said to be a return 
to their roots with a 
number of blues covers of 
songs by Howlin’ Wolf and 
Little Walter in contention 
to make the final cut. 

“They sound so authentic 
it’s frightening,” Ronnie 
Wood recently revealed. 

“We didn’t spend any 
time rehearsing them or 


anything. We just picked a 
song that suited Mick’s 
harmonica or a guitar riff, 
and they worked out pretty 
good. It was like, ‘this is 
what the Stones do, we play 
blues’.” 

Mick Jagger says the 
new album is “sounding 
really good” and Charlie 
Watts agrees. 

“It’s very easy and free,” 
said the great drummer, 
“Keith plays the same now 
as he ever did. He sits there 
and plays a song and if 
something comes to him, 
he’ll put that into it.” 

The new album is 
expected to be released in 
the autumn, and Ron Wood 
has promised that Stones 
gigs on their home London 
turf will follow, their first 
in three years. 

“We’ll come back to the 
UK.” he said. “Indeed, it 
doesn’t feel very long since 
we played here but actually 
it’s ages ago now.”

Terror suspect arrested 


POLICE held a terror sus¬ 
pect as he tried to board a 
passenger jet at Heathrow 
Airport last week. 

Scotland Yard confirmed 
that a 29-year-old man was 
arrested on suspicion of 
possessing information of a 
kind likely to be useful to a 
person committing or 
preparing an act of terror¬ 
ism. 

The suspect was held as 
he was about to board a 
flight to Saudi Arabia on 
Monday afternoon, June 20. 

A house in west London 
was later searched by anti¬ 


terror police in connection 
with the inquiry. 

A Scotland Yard 
spokesman said: “He was 
initially detained under 
Schedule 7 of the Terrorism 
Act and subsequently ar¬ 
rested. 

“An address in west Lon¬ 
don is being searched by of¬ 
ficers from the Met’s 
Counter Terrorism Com¬ 
mand, S015. 

“A number of electronic 
devices have been seized for 
further examination in con¬ 
nection with this investiga¬ 
tion. Inquiries are ongoing.” 


A little food 
for thought 

LONDON'S infants are getting 
fatter because they are tucking 
into larger portions at each 
meal time rather than snacking 
throughout the day, a study 
carried out in the capital found. 

On average they are 
munching the equivalent of an 
extra spoonful of baked beans 
per meal than their healthy 
weight counterparts. Each meal 
is on average just 11 calories 
more and as they have five 
meals a day it soon builds up. 

University College London 
scientists said over a month kids 
fed "super sized" meals were 
getting an extra two day's 
worth of energy each month. 

Debate has ranged over 
whether portion size or eating 
more often throughout the day 
was fuelling the childhood 
obesity epidemic. 

To answer this question UCL 
scientists looked at the eating 
habits of 2,564 British children 
aged four to 18 months. 

And they found "over-sized" 
meals and not eating more 
often was to blame. 

They urged parents to 
consider portion size when 
feeding their young children as 
overfeeding could be storing up 
trouble in the future. 

The children were part of the 
Diet and Nutrition Survey of 
Infants and Young Children and 
their weight and frequency of 
eating were supplied by 
parents. They found 
overweight children were 
consuming larger meals than 
the healthy weight children - 
on average 141 calories versus 
130 calorie, respectively at each 
meal. But they were not eating 
any more frequently 
throughout the course of the 
day. For every extra 24 calories 
consumed during each meal, 
there was a nine per cent 
increased risk of becoming 
overweight or obese. 

The research was presented 
at the European Obesity 
Summit in Gothenburg.

Razor clams with 
Bath chaps and 
Dorset garlic scapes 

Serves four 

I'VE always loved the 
combination of razor clams with 
cured pork, in the form of 
bacon, a spicy sausage such as 
chorizo, or Bath chaps, which is 
the cured jowel. The garlic 
scapes add not only flavour, but 
a vibrant green colour and 
asparagus-like texture. These 
are available from 
www.south westgarlicfarm.co. uk 

Ingredients 

12 or so large razor clams 

Vi glass of white wine 

120-150g Bath chaps or a piece 

of streaky bacon, cut into rough 

1cm squares 

70-80g unsalted butter 

12 or so pieces of garlic scapes 

Salt and freshly ground black 

pepper

Method 

Rinse the razor clams in cold 
water, then place in a large 
saucepan with the wine and 
cover with a tight-fitting lid. 
Place on a high heat for about a 
minute, or until they are just 
opened, then take off the stove. 
Remove the meat from the 
razors, cut away the dark sack in 
the centre and give them a 
quick rinse where the sack was 
to remove any sand; cut the 
razors into three pieces. 

Heat the butter in a large frying 
pan and cook the Bath chaps for 
2-3 minutes on a medium heat, 
add the garlic scapes and 
continue cooking for a couple 
more minutes, turning them 
while they are cooking, until 
tender. Add the razor clam 
meat, season and cook on a low 
heat for a minute or so until hot. 
Heat the shells briefly under a 
warm grill and spoon the clams, 
Bath chaps and garlic scapes 
into the shells. 


A real taste 
of Italy - in 
Kensington 

REVIEW Pizzicotto 


F OR an exquisite and 
fully authentic taste 
of Italy, you need 
look no further than Pizzi¬ 
cotto in Kensington. 

An organic food oasis, 
which perfectly blends 
traditional Mediterranen 
cuisine with a contempo¬ 
rary atmosphere for a re¬ 
laxing and thoroughly 
enthralling evening, 
writes Nicky Sweetland. 

I visited on a humid 
Sunday evening in June 
and I was taken with the 
very affable and family- 
friendly atmosphere on 
offer. 

With painted wood pan¬ 
elling coupled with dark 
wood furniture, the inte¬ 
rior offers a light and 
sleek resting place, where 
you can kick back and 
enjoy the expertly 
sourced, organic co¬ 
mestibles. 

Pizzicotto is the lively 
sister restaurant to the 50- 
year-old Kensington gem 
II Portico - a local pizzeria 
and osteria where the 
humble pizza and neigh¬ 
bourhood cuisine is 
reimagined and the tradi¬ 
tion of cooking over wood 
is celebrated. 

I allowed the expert 
staff to choose my menu, 
so I could sample the very 
best the restaurant had to 
offer. 

First I was treated to 
some focaccia, made from 
organic stone-ground 
dough, proved for 72 
hours (crisp, tasty and 
sprinkled with just 
enough oregano to give a 
herby after-thought) and 
some Culatello ham, 
which is like Prosciutto, 
but owing to a six-year 
process in the foothills of 


the Eponine mountains, 
has a golden highlight on 
the edges and a beauti¬ 
fully sweet flavour. Both 
were served on rustic oak 
platters and accompanied 
with an excellent Pros¬ 
ecco. 

I then sampled two bite- 
size pasta dishes, to get an 
idea of the range of vittles 
available, and was thrilled 
by first tortellini stuffed 
with roasted aubergine, 
salted ricotta and tomato 
(tart and sumptuous) and 
then Tortellaccio, stuffed 
with fresh ricotta and 
wild mushrooms, with a 
fondue of Parmesan and 
sprinkled with poppy 
seeds (creamy, peppery 
and a real delight). 

Both were served per¬ 
fectly al dante and I 
supped on a smooth and 
fragrant glass of Gut- 
turnio Riserva, which 
proved to be the perfect 
partnership. 

I then had to try a pizza, 
stone-baked in the spe¬ 
cially built oven, which is 
itself a beauty to behold, 
with its aquamarine crazy 
paved tiles making it a 
fabulous feature of the in¬ 
terior. I was offered a Mar¬ 
garita with three-hour 
roasted comfy tomatoes, 
burrata buffalo moz¬ 
zarella and fresh pesto, 
which was simple, yet ful¬ 
filling and far too much 
for me to consume on my 
own, but as the restaurant 
also offers a takeaway fa¬ 
cility, I was able to pop 
into a carrier to take 
home for my housemates.

■ TWO back-to-back wins in the 
space of 24 hours saw Middlesex 
leap to second place in the southern 
group of the T20 Blast. 

They pipped Somerset by four runs at 
Lord's before winning by 40 in Kent. 

At Canterbury, Brendon McCullum 
justified Middlesex's decision to bat 
first by hitting five sixes and four more 
boundaries on his way to an unbeaten 
87 runs in 85 minutes. 

With skipper Dawid Malan giving the 
free-flowing Kiwi best support on 60, 
the visitors posted 210-6 from their 
20 overs. In reply, Kent Spitfires 
struggled to reach 170 for the loss of 
seven. 

The previous day, McCullum scored 
only seven before losing his wicket in 
the fourth over. This time Malan (53 
from 28 balls) and John Simpson (26) 
were the not out stars in a narrow four- 
run success against Somerset. 

Rain in the capital reduced the 
contest to an unsatisfactory nine- 
overs-per-innings thrash. Middlesex 
managed 92-3 after being asked to bat 
first, with Malan hitting a six off the last 
ball to reach his half-century. 

Those consecutive T20 wins leave 
Middlesex two points behind southern 
section leaders Glamorgan after both 
teams have played seven matches. 

Malan's outstanding form has earned 
him a call-up to the England squad for 
the one-offT20 game against world 
champions Sri Lanka at Southampton 
next Tuesday (July 5). 


Taking to Middlesex CCCTV, Malan 
admitted: "I probably gave up on it a 
little bit. I kept working my socks off 
and still had ambitions to play 
international cricket but deep inside 
me, I thought I had missed the boat. 

"I thought it had got to the stage 
where younger players were being 
looked at, or my face didn't fit. 
Fortunately, at the end of last year I got 
the opportunity to play for the England 
'A'team and I took it. 

"Now I believe that if I can keep 
scoring runs anything is possible." 

Malan hopes Eoin Morgan, his Lord's 
team-mate whom he captains in the 
county white ball game, picks him for 
the England side. 

One Middlesex player who will play 
no further part in their bid to reach T20 
finals day in August is Mitchell 
McClenaghan.The New Zealand 
bowler has sustained a stress fracture 
to his pelvis. As the injury requires a 
minimum of six weeks'rest, it will rule 
him out of the remainder of the 
tournament. 

Middlesex are also without their 
England opening batsman Nick 
Compton. A statement on 
www.middlesexccc.com reads: 
"Following a challenging start to the 
2016 season, both physically and 
mentally, it has been agreed that the 
best way forward is for Compton to 
spend some time away from the game.' 


■ SURREY'S pleasure in winning the 
recent London derby proved short¬ 
lived. In a reverse of Middlesex's 
fortunes, they suffered two heavy 
T20 Blast defeats in 24 hours. 

Rory Burns (22) and Dwayne Bravo 
(20) were highest scorers against 
Glamorgan in Cardiff, where the visitors 
scraped just 110 before being bowled 
out midway through their final over. 
Glamorgan responded by losing just 
one wicket on their way to an emphatic 
nine-wicket victory. 

Back at the Kia Oval in front of 
another large crowd on Saturday 
afternoon, Surrey fared only slightly 
better in reaching 117-9 from 20 overs 
against Essex, who decided to field.

On a more positive note, Surrey 
finally registered their first County 
Championship win of the season at the 
eighth attempt, hammering 
Nottinghamshire by 228 runs.

Coleman, who was in charge at Craven 
Cottage from 2003 until 2007, made history 
when he guided his country to their first major 
tournament finals since the 1958 World Cup. 

Coleman, 46, reminds Fulham followers of 
happier times, in terms of both his playing and 
management years with the club. A then club 
record £2m-plus signing from Blackburn Rovers 
under the Mohamed Al-Fayed regime in 1997, 
captain Coleman led Kevin Keegan's team to 
promotion to the second tier in 1998-99. 

He remained a regular centre-back under new 
manager Jean Tigana in 2000-01 but his playing 
career ended in mid-season after he suffered 
multiple fractures to his right leg in a car crash, 
near his home in Bletchingley in Surrey, in 
January 2001, a few months before Fulham won 
the division and regained top flight status. He 
announced his retirement as a player in 
October 2002 but remained at the club in a 
coaching capacity. 

Coleman succeeded Tigana as caretaker 
manager in April 2003 and steered the club 
away from relegation danger. He was named as 


Fulham's permanent boss - and the youngest 
manager in the Premier League - at the end of 
the 2002-03 campaign. 

In his first season in charge Coleman defied 
the odds by guiding Whites to ninth place but 
he was unable to emulate the achievement in 
the three seasons that followed, in which 
Whites finished 12th, 13th and 16th. Oh, how 
their fans crave such mediocrity today. 

It didn't help the cause that key players such 
as Edwin van der Sar, Louis Saha, Steed 
Malbranque and Luis Boa Morte were all sold 
on Coleman's watch. He was sacked in April 
2007 after Fulham went on a seven-game 
winless run. 

Since then Coleman has managed in Spain for 
Real Sociedad, returned to England for a spell at 
Coventry City and managed Greek club Larissa 
before he succeeded the tragic Gary Speed as 
Wales manager in January 2012. He later 
appointed fellow former Fulham centre-back 
and future Whites manager Kit Symons to his 
coaching staff. 

On Friday, when Wales meet Belgium in the 
quarter-finals of Euro 2016 in Lille, Coleman can 
write another chapter in Welsh football history.

Chelsea’s all-time favourite overseas player and one 
of the club’s true greats, Gianfranco Zola is also 
concerned by the EU exit result: “It is inevitable it will 
affect the football world,” the Italian said. 

“It will be more difficult to come and play here for a 
lot of footballers and it could cause problems taking 
into account that clubs from other countries now may 
have a slight advantage. 

“In any case, we are talking about something so 
important it will cause a shock in every world market, 
not just in England.” 

On Monday evening Fabregas came face to face with 
his new club manager Antonio Conte as Spain took on 
Italy in the last 16 knockout stage of Euro 2016. 

Before the game (the result of that match and 
England’s evening clash with Iceland were not known 
before LWN went to press), Fabregas said: “I met 
Conte briefly and he made a very good impression. 

“He is a great coach, a winner. He told me what he 
wants from me, what he wants to do at Chelsea and 
various other things that will remain private. 

“I really want to start working with him. Now I hope 
he can get to work at Chelsea as soon as possible. 

“I sort of knew about Conte before our meeting. I 
liked his Juve team and, obviously, had followed their 
victories in Italy, but it wasn’t a team I watched every 
single week. Now I’ve studied them more carefully 
and I liked what I saw. 

“He did a great job with the national team too, so I 
am very confident. 

“I see he has created a great team unit with Italy. It 
might be missing your classic individual talents like 
Alessandro Del Piero or Francesco Totti, and they 
have lost Claudio Marchisio and Marco Verratti to 
injury, but it is a very compact group. 

“That has always been one of Italy’s strengths and 
today it is true more than ever. From the outside it 
seems as if Conte chose a definitive group to go all the 
way and they are all following him.” 

Chelsea’s Belgium duo of Thibaut Courtois and 
Eden Hazard faced Hungary on Sunday night and 
Hazard was in inspired mood, scoring a fine individual 
goal as the side he captains thrashed the Magyars 4-0 
to set-up a quarter-final against Wales on Friday. 

But across the Atlantic, the dream is over for loanee 
Juan Cuadrado whose Colombia side lost 2-0 to Chile 
in the semi-finals of Copa America. 

■ CHELSEA should have some cash coming in 
after former centre-back Jeffrey Bruma joined 
Germany’s Wolfsburg from PSV Eindhoven, who 
paid Blues £2.5million for him three seasons ago. 

Having negotiated a 30 per cent sell-on clause in the 
deal, and with Wolfsburg believed to have paid PSV 
£12m, Chelsea will have a bit of extra pocket money 
to spend. 
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
